The fault of 
too much speechifying must therefore be 
shared by the vain and designing politicians 
anda constituency with a greed for gas and 
taify. Itis well known that many of the 
speeches sent out from the house in its record 
are never delivered at all, but 
they go into the official reports with all the 
typographical grandeur of the most eloquent 
etforis. Leave to print granted by 
house forthe same reason that an unread 
petition is signed by many a man—simply to 
get rid of a bore by the cheapest and most 
effectual method. Those individuals, blessed 
with abandant leisure and endowed with af! 
the Christian virtues, who religiousiy 
wade through the Congressional Re 
ord every day must have 
now and then the dawn of a suspicion tha 
they are being imposed upon. Reform 
this matter of speech-making has. been sug- 
gested and urged often. The daily news- 
papers are usually the first detectives of a 
popular taste because they feel the public 
puise so often and are so directly sensitive to 
its movements. They have long ago 
discovered and proclaimed that 
the men who control legislation 
now are not the speech-makers, but tie 
shrewd business fellows who rush measures 
through by their irresistable organization and 
energy. The old English lord who said, *'! 
have heard many a speech which changed niy 
opinion, but neverone which changed my 
vyote’’’ant cipated the ruling methods of mo -- 
ern politics. In bis recent report the pub!ic 
printer makes bold to attack the useless talk 
in the house. 
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TOO MUCH GAB 

He sets forth the enormous proportions «f 
the record of last congress and correctly cou- 
jectures that if the speech mania continues 
to grow the enlarged size of congress and 1i.e 
increasing number of questions arising befuore 
it will soon make the record a very unwieldy 
affair to prepare for each day. He recor- 
mends that n>» speech be printed except tho-« 
actually delivered in the _ proceedinus 
and debates of the house. This seeuis 
to bea possible reform, but really it is nor. 
If the house were to forbid the publication of 
any speeches except those delivered, the exu- 
berant statesmen would prepare their manu- 
script as they do now, and drawl it out to 
tiers of empty chairs before handing it over 
to the printer. The senate never prints any- 
thing that is not delived, and hence 
name of the ‘great American debatiig 
club.”’ The plan proposed by 
the public printer is plausible enough but it 
isshortsighted economy. Itwould abbrevi- 
ate the record but it would lengthen the ses- 
sions. It is bad enough to have to skip sucb 
stuff in trying to fish out the real business of 
congress from the mass of its published pro- 
ceedings. It would be infinitely worse to 
dodge the congressional windmill every day 
and to have the country waiting 
nine months in the year for 
business that ought to be done in six montis. 
An effectual remedy for the orator is one 
the crying needs of the day, but no prevent- 
ive has yet been offered that will cope with 
his energy and his cheek. Simply to shut 
him out of the prints unless hespeaks is sui 
cidal, for it entails the double trouble of his 
spoken and. printed utierances. The rule 
will remain as it stands now, and 
this congress will eclipse the ls 
by several hundred pages 

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

The treasury of the United States is a very 
useful institution. A mun often makes a 
reputation in congress by merely grabbing at 
it. There is nosurer way of winning the 
popular beart than by getting into it and 
scattering its hoarded wealth among the peo- 
ple. Itis our money and we might as we!! 
bave a good time with it. Every year 
the river and barbor bill ory 
larger. Goverement employes become more 
numerous and gec better pay. The pension 

*list swelis beyond all calculation, and a hun- 
dred miliion ayear wiilseon not be ae marker 

to its demands. The Mississippi river is 
wailing for ten or twenty millions now and 
a thousand other huugry mouths are wider 
open for the pap of the treasury. A great 
part of the actual and proposed ex- 
penditure looks to a system of 
internal improvements on such a grand scale 
that 1f carried out its benefits would be en- 
joyed long after all the clamor of its execu- 
tion had died outand been forgotten. Just 
as here in Washington, people who cussed 
Boss Shepherd as a thief, when he was hum- 
Dled from his sudden elevation, now walk 
the most splendid avenuesin the world and 
bless his memory.

O'Donnell 
submitted to the operation of pinioning with- 
outa murmur, The procession then moved 
toward the scaffold. O’Donnell walked with 
great firmness, without the assistance of 
the wardens, who stood close around him 
He was perfectiy caim and _ self- 
possessed. While standing on the drop he 
looked around unconcernedly. Binns rer- 
formed the remainder of his duty quickly. 
He allowed a drop of eight feet. The noose 
was placed exactiy as Marwood used to place 
it. Binns pulled the lever of the trap pre. 
cisely as the neighboring church clocks were 
striking eight. The crowd in front of New- 
gate increased rapidly, and shortly before 
eight o’clock it numbered 20,000 at 
least. The streets were closed and packed, 
but the throng observed a quiet and orderly 
demeanor. The Irish element was not con- 
spicuous in the gathering. As the moment 
for the execution approached the 
crowd against the pris-

ed. The police, however, moved rapidiy

THE BROTHER'S LAMENT. 

During the final preparations for the exe- 
ecution of O'Donnell his brother took up a 
piace in the doorway opposite the prison, in 
full view of the flagstaff, upon which his eyes 
were riveted. He was the object of the deep- 
est interest and curiosity. The crowd pressed 
so close upon him that the police had to inter 
fere for his protection. When the black flag 
was hoisted he removed his hat, and fre- 
mained for some time apparently praying, his 
features ‘working meirbs 316m He stayed on 
the same spot for some time afier the exe- 
cution. To people who lingered around him, 
he said in a hoarse voice: **My poor brother; 
he has died bravely as man ever died.’’ This 
was received with cries of ‘‘yes.’’ He then 
departed and the crowd dispersed. 

BEFORE THE EXECUTION 

©’ Donnell,it seems,retired to rest at an early 
hour last evening. ‘This morning he rose 
early. Father Fleming arrived about five 
o’ciock, and administered the _ sacra- 
ment holy commaunions. At six 
o'clock O'Donnell partook of a= good 
breakfast. A few minutes before eight 
o'clock the prisoner was removed from his cell 
to the largeroom ofthe prison. In the large 
room were Binns, the hangman, the sheritts, 
and the under sheriffs, the governor of the 
jail, Rey. Mr. Dutheld, prison chaplain, and 
the Newgate surgeon. ‘The processof pinion- 
ingthe prisoner's limbs was quickly per- 
formed by Binns, O'Donnell keeping resolute 
silence and showing the utmost tirmuess, oc 
casionally smiling in a half abstracted man- 
ner, This work done the procession moved 
to the courtyard, where the scaflold was 
erected. ©’ Donne!l declined assistance 
from the wardens. In ascending the steps of 
the scaffold, Father Fleming by his side, re- 
peated the service of the church for the dying 
held the crucifix befere ©’ Donnell’s 
vuze, The prisoner took his 
place on the drop under the 
rope, the slack of which was beld up over his 
head by apiece of thread. Binns appeared 
to be very calm, and quickly fit'ed the noose 
ground the neck of the condemned man. 
Carefully placing the knot under the left ear, 
he at once stepped back and pulled the fatal 
lever, and O'Donnell fell eight feet. The 
rope hardly quivere!. According to the sur- 
geon death was instantaneous, there being 
scarcely apy muscular movementof the hang- 
ing form. As the black flag was run up, those 
within the prison ,could hear the hushed 
murmur from the multitude outside the 
walls, The body hung for one hour, when it 
was cut down and removed for proper legal 
inquest, 

THE DAY BEFORE THE HANGING, 

O'Donnell passed a good night, and con- 
tinued cheertul. His appetite was fair. He 
was visited in the afternoon by Father Flem- 
ing and another priest and was attentive to 
their exhortations. The strictest reticence 
was Observed by the prison officials. <A spe- 
cial guard of 24 men was on duty inside the 
prison both day and night, and several detec- 
Lives were stationed ouiside. The streets in 
the vicinity of the prison were empty and 
quiet. Some uneasiness being felt about 
binns’s drop, it was thoroughly tested, and 
the machinery was again overhauled. 
It seemed to work well, The 
exclusion of representatives of the press 
from the prison, and the difficulty of obtain- 
ing information cause muth dissatisfaction. 
The police leaving duty at prison Sunday 
evening, reported that O'Donnell continued 
as calmasarock. Every one is much im- 
pressed with his nerve. O'Donnell was fully 
prepared to meet his fate, but has remarked 
that his death will be avenged in England. 

. AN APPEAL FROM VICTOR HUGO. 

Victor Hugo wrote to Queen Victoria ask- 
ing herto pardon O'Donnell. He says the 
queen has shown more than once her great- 
ness of heart, and thatif she wiil grant the 
condemned man, O'Donnell, his life, she can 
acvept the Unanimous and profound thanks 
of the civilized world. 

HOLDING THE INQUEST. 

The usual inquest showed that the face of 
O’ Donnell bore a calm expression. The head 
was quite loose from the trunk of the body. 
The rope made a deep indentation. The 
usual verdict was rendered. Binns, the bhang- 
man, was good-humoredly mobbed by the 
crowd when he left Newgate prison. He 
afterwards drove away in agovernment postal 
van to escape observation. The precs associa-

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The British Government's Declination to Accede te 
the Wishes of the United S:atce. 
Wasnineton, December 17.—On Thursday 
last, the Jith inst., Secretary Frelinghuysen 
telegrapbed Minister Lowell stating that the 
house of representatives had brought the 
case of O'Donnel! to the president's notice, 
in the hope that the latter might secure a rea- 
sonable delay in the execution of the sen- 
tence, and might ascertain whether the pris- 
ouer was an American citizen, and whether 
there was an error inthetrial. In this telegram 
Minister Lowell was instructed as follows 
‘As before instructed, you will consider 
O’Donnell’s citizenship as established. There 
being in Great Britain no judicial examina- 
tion on appeal of proceedings at a criminal 
trial, ossible errors can only be 
correcte through a new trial, or 
by an executive action upon the sentence. 
Therefore, this government is anxious that 
such careful examintion be given to the pro- 
ceedings in this case as to discover the error, 
should one have been committed. You are, 
therefore, directed by the president to re- 
quest a delay of the execution of the sentence 
und that a careful examination of the case 
be made by her majesty’s government and 
that the prisoner’s counsel be permitted to 

present any alleged points of error. 
THE APPLICATION PROMPELY DECLINED, 

Secretary Frelinghuysen is now in receipt 
ofa telegram from Mr. Lowell, who states 
that on the 12th inst he received the above 
telegram, and immediately communicated 
its substanee to Lord Granville, woo acknowl- 
edged its receipt, and stated it had been 
referred tothe proper authorities; also that 
on Saturday, the 15th inst, Mr. Lowell re- 
ceived Lord Granville’s reply, in which 
the latter, after referring to Mr. 
Lowell’s communication, stated that 
the counsel for O'Donnell, having submitted 
Lue representations, he thought advisable, on 
the prisoner’s behalf, that the representations 
and all other circumstances of the case had 
been carefully examined and considered in 
the manner usual in the case of capital con- 
victions, and her majesty’s government had 
found no grounds upon which they would be 
justified ia advising the crown to interfere 
with the sentence of law or its execution,

The Heute of Hicks Pasha—VPollticse In Germany— 
Spanish Affairs. 

Lonpon, December 17.—A riot has taken 
place between some drunken soldiersand a 
number of Jews at Garmalinzi, in Podelia, 
Russia, resulting in the killing of a rabbi and 
the wounding of many of the Jews. The 
soldiers have been arrested.

Beruin, December 17.—The lower house of 
the Prussian diet, in discussing the budget 
to-day, gave a vote practically of a want of 
confidence in Herr Puttkamer, minister 
of the interior, by rejecting a motion for 
a small fund for the remunetation of the 
functionaries. The reason for the rejection 
of the motion was a statement made recently 
that these remunerations would be withheid 
from the official who voted for the liberals at 
the elections. This vote has caused a great 
sensation here, 

A Cairo correspondent of the Daily News 
says that further native accounts of the battle 
between E| Mahdi’s forces and those of Hicks 
Pasha state that Hicks Pasha’s hands were 
first cut off, and that he was afterwards cut to 
Three thousand men of Hicks 
army were taken paisoners. Ac- 
counts aiso say that two Eurupe- 
ans and twelve Kgyptians who 
were trying toreach Khartoum by way of 
Darfour, have not yet arrived.

The Supreme Court Decides that Federal Courts 
Cannot Hold Urow Dog. 

WasHineton, December 17.—A_ decis- 
ion was rendered’ by the supreme 
court of the U. 8S. to-dav in the original 
habeas corpus case of the Sioux Indian Crow 
Doz, who was tried in the district eourt for 
the first judicial district of Dakota, for the 
murder in the Indian country oi another 
Sioux Indian named Spotted Tail, and upon 
being found guilty sentenced todeath. Coun- 
sel for the prisoner maintained that the crime 
charzed against bim was not an offense under 
the laws of the United States; that the dis 
trict court of Dakota bad no jurisdiction to 
try him, and that its judgment and sentence 
were void. The question presented there- 
fore in this court,is whether the express letter 
of section 2146 of the revised statutes which 
excludes from the jurisdiction of the United 
States the case of a crime committed in the 
Indian country by one Indian against the 
person or property @f anotber Indian, has 
been repeaied.
